Judge Gottschalk Ends Life Friday

This com m unity was startled and 
shocked shortly before eleven o’clock 
this, Friday, m orning when the news 
was flashed along that Judge G otts­ 
chalk bad com m itted suicide in bis 
office. 
The news became known just 
as we were going to press, and conse­ 
quently we have tim e for only a brief 
account of the 
tragedy, leaving a 
more extended notice till next week. 
Judge G ottschalk had an office in 
the W hitlock building, and a little 
before 11 
o’clock 
John 
Hancock, 
whose office.is on the same floor, had 
occasion to go to the judge’s office on 
some business. Entering the room be 
was startled to see the judge sitting 
at his desk, covered with blood, and 
apparently dead, lie at once called 
Will Dower and a brief exam ination 
showed that the aged lawyer was dead, 
and that by his own hand. The pistol 
with which the act was done lay on 
the floor beside his chair, and the 
wounds showed that he had deliber­ 
ately placed the muzzle to his right 
ear and pulled the triggor, the bullet 
coming out of the top ot his head 
on the left side. Death had evidently 
been without a struggle, as the body 
was sitting 
erect in 
the chair, as 
though still endowed with life. 
He 
had evidently been dead about an 
bour, as some tim e between nine and 
ten o’clock, 
J. F. Treat beard a 
pistol shot, but paid little attention 
to it at the tim e. 
Judge Gottschalk 
had evidently carefully planned his 
own death and carried 
it out with 
perfect deliberation. 
He had been 
quite despondent for some tim e as 
was known to his intim ate friends, 
over his failing eyesight. This m orn­ 
ing he went over to the clerk’s office 
and filed a deed conveying all his 
property to his wife. It was remarked 
th at he bid good bye to those in the 
office as he Jeft. 
On his desk he left 
a sealed packet addresesd to her. 
He 
also left an open note saying that there 
was no need of an inquest as it was 
his own act. Judge G ottschalk was a 
native of Louisiana, aged 7& years, 
and was one of the pioneers of the 
state and county. 
The funeral will 
take place in San Andreas, Monday 
afternoon 
at 
2 o’clock.—Calaveras

That the earth is growing tem por­ 
arily warmer is shown by the m oun­ 
tain glaoiers. 
These are made by 
varying tem perature and m oisture to 
inr rease a.ud dim inish in size during 
periods of years th at may be found to 
be more or less regular cycles, and a 
period of quite general decrease began 
about forty 
five years ago. 
This 
has continued, with many local in ter­ 
ruptions, as in the case of Glacier 
Blanc, which advanced from 1889 to 
189C. 
The latest 
report 
includes 
ninety giaciers in the Swiss Alps, 
and many others in the French and 
Italian Alps, in Norway, G reenland, 
the Caucasus, the Pam ir, the north­ 
western 
U nited 
States, 
western 
Canada and Africa and practically 
all are growing sm aller. In the Savoy 
Alps and the Pyrenees sm all glaciers 
have quite disappeared. 
Medical therm om eter are expected 
to be accurate, as much depends upon 
them. 
Since the beginning of verifi­ 
cation recently at a French labora­ 
tory, 440 of these instrum ents have 
been tested, and 69 per cent have 
failed to satisfy the required condi­ 
tions of accuracy, their errors exceed­ 
ing 
the 
adm issible 
0.15 degrees. 
French patients, therefore, appear to 
have been mostly watched with faulty 
therm ometers. 
. 
A new 
product 
of the German 
chemists is “ banana essence,” a syrup 
whose taste is at first caustic and 
then bitter and then sweet. 
Dr. T. 
Gigli has found by analysis that it 
contains 54 per cent of saccharine 
in a base like pyridine, but a solution 
of saccharine 
in pyridine did not 
yield the substauce. 
Much of our textile m aterials now 
comes from the mines. 
Silk rustles 
with 36 per cent of salts of tin flannel 
is weighted with epsom salts, and. 
linen 
table-cloths 
are made from 
cotton filled 
with china clay and 
starch. 
The largest flower in the world has 
been supposed to be that of Raffiesia 
Arnoldi, 
which 
forms 
the entire 
plaut, and grows to a diam eter of 
three feet as a flat, circular parasite 
on trees in Java and Sum atra; but a 
still larger, single specimens weigh­ 
ing as much as 22 pounds, has been 
reported to exist in M indanao, one 
of the Philippines. A German author­ 
ity now 
declares 
that the largest 
flower yet discovered 
is produced 
upon une ot the Aroideae of Sumatra. 
The plant has a leaf that may attain 
a circum ference of 5Ü feet, and the 
leaf-stem is a oolumnl2 feet high and 
3 feet in circum ference. 
The fully 
expanded flower takes the shape of a 
mammoth funnel 4 feet in diam eter, 
f t is light green or white outside, 
and the interior is wine-red and vel­ 
vety. 
The pistil, creamy yellow and 
5 feet high, has a penetrating odor. 
The explosion of a radium tube 
reported by a German investigator 
gives an idea ot the force the em itted 
gas may store up when confined. 
A 
small tube of glass a fiftieth of an 
inch thick contained half a grain of 
the purest radium bromide, and after 
having been sealed up eleven montbs 
it had been placed in a bath of liquid 
air. 
The glass and the radinm were 
scattered about, the particles of the 
latter shining in 
the dark like a 
starry sky, and it is estim ated that a 
pressure of 20 atmospheres was ex­ 
erted. 
Homing pigeons are not the only 
bird letter-carriers. 
A ttention has 
just been called to the frigate-birds, 
which missionaries in the Sonth Sea 
islands forward to islands from which 
they wish to get 
com m unications, 
and which 
on being 
released 
fly 
straight to their accustomed perches 
in their old homes. 
Numerous experim ents have seemed 
to show a loss of weight when certain 
substances react 
upon each other, 
and Prof. 
Landolt, of Berlin, 
is 
seeking to discover the cause of this 
m ystifying anomaly. 
An electric apparatus for autom ati­ 
cally producing bromide prints is a 
Belgian photographic novelty. 
The 
sensitized paper is by the apparatus 
applied from a roll against the negat­ 
ive, an incandescent lamp is then 
turned on for a predeterm ined time, 
and after this exposure the paper is 
removed from the negative and it 
goes to a dark box. 
The process is 
repeated until the num ber which the 
apparatus has been set to p rin t is 
finished. 
A rheostat is arranged to 
adjust the exposure from 1 to 200 
seconds, and at the end of the p rin t­ 
ing a ratchet device causes an electric 
bell to ring. 
The whole apparatus is 
operated by a battery of tour accum u­ 
lators.

(From Our Regular Correspondent.) 
The man who a few years ago was 
known only as a clever lawyer and 
who has since been secretary ot war 
and is now secretary of state, will 
without doubt take rank, in fact has 
already taken 
rank, with Seward, 
Hay and other 
great 
diplom atists 
and chancellors. 
Not a week passes 
but that his intelligent and expert 
influence is felt in the great alfairs 
of this country. The adjustm ent of 
our strained relations with Germany 
during the last week is by no means 
the least of his accom plishments. 
It 
is true we made in that negotiation 
an im portant concession to German 
traders. 
We did not vary the tarritt, 
but we did arrange for an apprisal 
of German goods at the port of de­ 
parture before^the goods were shipp­ 
ed. This to the mind of any one who 
knows the 
im porting business and 
the ways of American appraisers, was 
sheer decency, no more. 
B ut out of 
this concession, the state departm ent 
secured an extension of the present 
trade agreement with Germany for 
sixteen months, and placed us on the 
same footing as the European nations 
with whom Germany has negotiated 
new commercial treaties. It was Mr 
Root’s flrst big piece ot international 
diplomacy. 
To be sure he had pre­ 
viously headed the Alaskan boundary 
commission and secured the in ter­ 
pretation of the old Russian treaty 
that came near disrupting the British 
Empire. 
But that was done by active 
work as an advocate. 
The present 
trium ph was won by sitting still. Ot 
course Germany might bavo elected 
in the extrem ity to declare a tariff 
war. 
Possibly secretary Root knew 
she would not. 
Anyhow, he sat still 
and let the other man walk the floor. 
Baron von Sternburg came near taking 
rooms at the state departm ent in the 
last two week9. 
He spent a lot of 
money in cable tolls to his home 
government. 
And to judge from the 
result, the burden on those messages 
must have beeu “ secretary ot state 
says, nothing doing. ” 
Anyone who 
knows secretary R oot’s placid exter­ 
ior can imagine his leaning back be­ 
hind the broad desk in his office and 
saying to the German ambassador, 
“ Awtully sorry, you know, but you 
see yourself how indifferent the sen­ 
ate is. 
I am afraid there is nothing 
to be done. Have another cigar.” 
And thus 
was a great diplom atic 
trium ph achieved. 
If the case had 
called for different 
treatm ent, the 
secretary probably would have been 
there with the treatm ent. 
But .the, 
result in all probability would have 
beeu the same. 
The senate is having a lot of trouble 
over the Philippine tariff bill. Mr 
Hathaway who was sent out to the is­ 
lands to make a case against the bill 
and notably succeeded, has been fol­ 
lowed before the senate com mittee 
that is holding the hearings by M r 
George Bronson Ray, who has. also 
made a study of sugar conditions on 
the ground and who assures the com­ 
m ittee as did governor Wright, that 
there is no prospect of the islands, 
swamping this country with P h ilip ­ 
pine sugar. 
Mr 
Ray assured the 
committee that there was neither the 
laud nor the labor available for any 
immense increase in the output, and 
that before a great 
crop, of sugar 
could be economically grown there 
would have to be an influx of Am eri­ 
can capital and American m achinery 
such as was decidedly unlikely till 
the islands were at least a decade 
more advanced. 
He said that the 
bill as it had been framed was a 
necessary and just concession to the 
comercial necessities of the islands 
and there was no harm to 
be appre­ 
hended from it to tne American beet 
sugar or cane sugar industries. 
Another move in the current crus­ 
ade to secure fair and equal treat­ 
ment for all shippers in the United 
States, is a bill just introduced by 
Mr Rhinock, of Kentucky, to the de­ 
clare pipe liues common carriers and 
subject them to the jurisdiction of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
If this measure becomes a law, it 
ought to afford a great relief to the 
oil shippers of this country, who have 
frequently declared 
that they are 
wholly at the mercy of the pipe lines 
that transport their oil. 
As the case 
now stands, there aro many localities 
whoro the pipe lines have not even 
the nom inal com petition of the rail­ 
roads and where they are able to buy

The law providing that legal notices 
must be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation, and published at 
regular intervals for a period of at 
least one year, has been held to be 
constitutional by a decision recently 
rendered by Judge Ellsworth of the 
superior court ot Alameda county. 
The law was passed at the instance of 
the Press Association in 3903, and 
amended and amplified in 1905. 
The 
law is designed to protect established 
papers against mushroom ventures in ­ 
tended to corral legal patronage at the 
very outset of their career from the 
district in the immediate vicinity of 
their publication. 
The case decided 
was in regard to the Berkeley Re­ 
porter. 
There was no question raised 
as to its being a newspaper of general 
circulation. 
As a weekly it has been 
established for maDy years. But lately 
a daily was started in conneqtion with 
the weekly, a n d 1 the claim was made 
that the old standing of the weekly 
brought it at once within the pro­ 
vision of law as regards age. 
The 
court ruled otherwise, and bolds that 
it is not entitled to publish legal ad­ 
vertisem ents 
until ■ as a 
daily it 
reaches the age lim it. 
A

“Even among the savages of French 
Africa, who eat human flesh, there are 
differences,” said Paul Pucci, a young 
Italian traveler.

Sensational evidence was brougtb 
to light yesterday which proves beyond 
contradiction that the terrific explo­ 
sion which wrecked the front part of 
flats at 1100-1104 Washington Street, 
in San Francisco on November 17,

not cansed by any 
sudden igniting .of escaped gas, as 
has ever been the accepted explana­ 
tion of the 
mystery, 
but was the 
work of a m urderous bomb placed at 
the door of the 
mine owner and 
former superintendent by representa­ 
tives of the “ inner circle” ot the 
Western 
Federation 
of 
Miners. 
M urderer H arry Orchard, the slayer 
ot former governor Frank Steuueu- 
berg, of Idaho, on December 30, 1905, 
by placing a bomb at his gate, has 
confessed to the authorities of Boise 
that the so-called explosion of gas at 
the home of Bradley was an attem pt 
on his life. 
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Register Law For City Election

All persons whose names are on the 
great register and who desire to vote 
at the comiug city election, must 
register at least tweuty-flve days before 
April 9, 1906, the date ot said elect­

It appeared to the onlooker to be a 
case of “ pass tbem in baste, and 
amend them at leisure.” 
Every one 
of then tbem was ordered published 
in the Dispatch, which by the ipse 
dixit retirem ent of its former owner, 
in favor of his son, bad squared itself 
with the law for sucb eity printing. 
At the same time orders for job 
work were poured into the Dispatch 
office, to such an extent that some ot 
the work was not delivered until a 
month after the printing contract had 
been awarded to tbe .Ledger as the 
lowest bidder. In all this printing 
work the Ledger office was not con­ 
sulted in tbe least, except that the 
advertisement calling for bids for 
printing and advertising was inserted 
therein, for tbe reason that the Dis­ 
patch was so overrun with city ordin­ 
ances that it could not get this parti­ 
cular advertisement set in tim e for 
that particular week’s issue. While 
the incorporation issue was voted 
upon December 5, it was not until 
February 1, that the printing con­ 
tract was let to tbe Ledger, and at 
the very same m eeting on that date 
a mass of ordinances, already set up 
in the Dispatob, were presented to 
the board in printed form, and there­ 
after ordered published in the D is­ 
patch, and thereafter paid for at ‘1% 
times the contract price made that 
very night. 
The Ledger was thereby 
placed in tbe delectable position 
of being selected as the official organ, 
and seeing thereafter columns of 
ordinances printed in the unofficial 
organ. The ordinance m ill thereupon 
went off on a vacation, and ’ the 
principal work that has since been 
done in that lime has consisted in 
patching up tbe detects in tbe hurried 
enactments of the previous meetings. 
How it Worked. 
Last week the board passed upon 
several bills for the first time. The 
printing bill of the unofficial organ— 
tbe Dispatch—headed the list in 
point of total am ount, the allowance 
being $139. 
it was passed without 
the batting of an eye. 
We were 
curious enough to pry into this claim 
to tbe extent of investigating the 
several items comprising sucb a bill, 
contracted outside of legal require­ 
ments.

On tbe advertising portion ot this 
bill there would have been a saving 
of $45 if tbe work had been done at 
tbe contract prioe. 
On the job 
printiug part, another big saving 
would have been effected. The charge 
of $40 for 1000 blank claims can be 
properly characterized as a scandalous 
overcharge -more than double what 
the work was really worth. We have 
been informed as a justification that 
more than this price has been charged 
the county for sim ilar work. 
If so 
the oounty bas also been shamefully 
overcharged. We shall look into this 
m atter hereafter. 
Again it will be 
noticed that tbe license blanks were 
printed in two colors. 
Think of it. 
The newly formed city of Jackson, 
putting on frills with red bordered 
license blanks. What for? Did they 
serve their purpose one whit better. 
No, but they involved something like 
double the cost for ordinary blanks. 
Let any business man imagine paying 
four cents a piece for billheads in 
1000 lots, and indulging in two colors 
work to make additional expense, and 
say what success any business would 
have started on such a basis. 
We 
have no hesitation in saying that if 
brought within the contract bid, this 
printing bill would have been shorn 
of between $70 and $80. 
The job 
printing work of the Dispatch, in­ 
volving five jobs, and 2250 im pres­ 
sions all told, oost $72. The Ledger’s 
bill under the contract included 14 
different orders and 6000 impressions, 
and am ounted to $32. 
Other Hatters. 
A few other acts may be noticed in 
this connection. In the county liquor 
license ordinance, and probably in 
every other county and city in the 
state, the wholesale liquor business is 
fixed at one quart as the minimum 
lim it. 
Any one selling a sm aller 
quantity than a quart is subject to a 
retail license. 
The retail license is 
$15 per quarter; the wholesale license 
$7.50. 
The trustees of Jackson re­ 
duced the wholesale lim it to one 
pint. 
Here a m erchant can sell a 
small flask—less than a p in t—and 
escape with a $Y.50 license under the 
city ordinance. 
A funny order has been prom ul­ 
gated concerning the collection of 
road poll taxes. , A resolution was 
passed allowing mining companies 
five per cent commission on all sums 
colleoted from their employes on ac­ 
count of road taxes. This allowance 
is restricted to mining companies, ft 
has been asked, under what provis­ 
ion can compensation be made to 
any one for tbe colleotiun of public 
revenue, outside of regular otUoials 
employed and paid for such service. 
At the meeting last week the offer 
of trustee O. W. Brown to lease a 
tract of ground for dum ping purposes, 
at $50 for five years, was accepted. 
The figure is doubtless low enough. 
But the act is out of joint with tbe 
provision of the code heretofore 
quoted. The city attorney has given 
his opinion that such contract would 
be illegal, aud there the m atter rests 
at present.

immense stride toward socialism— 
that ail property, all wealth, should 
be owned and controled by the people 
as a community. 
No doubt the 
notion will cut something of a figure 
in the politics of the future, as the 
tendency is strong in human nature 
to run atter strange gods in tbe hope 
that the thriftless will be benefitted 
at tbe expense of tbe industrious 
classes. 
We belive that public ownership as 
advocated by these political vision­ 
aries as a remedy for all the evils 
that afflict the people, is one of the 
most mischievous doctrines ever pro­ 
claimed in the name of reform. We 
do not say that the ownership of 
street lines, 
water and lighting 
facilities by cities is not a commend­ 
able thing in many instances. 
In 
some cases it m ight prove a step in 
tbe right direction. 
But the sweep­ 
ing adoption of sucb a system to the 
affairs of the state and general govern­ 
ment would, in our opinion, prove 
disastrous. It would bring no relief, 
and tend to increase, rather than 
decrease, the cost of conducting 
such enterprises. 
As an economic 
proposition, the weight of argument 
from actual experience, is heavily 
against it. 
It is well-known that any business 
carried on 
by the government— 
whether city, county, state or nation­ 
al—costs more for operating expenses 
than 
under 
private 
ownership. 
Numerous instances m ight be cited 
in proof of this. 
As a rule, the 
government is charged higher for 
work of any kind than a private 
party. It is hardly necessary to give 
examples in proof of this. The truth 
is business of a public nature Cannot, 
or at least is not—carried on for the 
same expense as a private enterprise 
of a like nature. 
A piioe of work 
done for the county is charged at a 
somewhat higher rate than for an 
individual. 
¡Sometimes, the differ­ 
ence is really extravagant to the 
verge for plunder. 
Still, it seems to 
te settled that a decided difference 
in charge is taken as a m atter of 
course. 
ft is beyond dispute that the state 
printing offices costs fully double the 
sum that the same work would cost 
it let out to private firms. 
This is 
true of the federal printing office. 
And all other enterprises involving 
work that could be undertaken by 
private firms must come in the same 
category of extravagance. 
This government ownership is not 
a m atter ot theory. 
It has been in 
vogue for many years in other 
countries. Railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines are owned by the 
people in several foreign countries. 
And these utilities are managed on a 
fairly economical scale, compared 
with this county. 
It is notorious, 
however, to all who have traveled in 
such countries, that they are generally 
very backward in development; that 
fares and freights are bigber there 
than here, and altogether the service 
suffers as regards efficiency when 
compared with the United States. 
This country owes its 
amazing 
advancement mainly to private aud 
corporate enterprise on these lines. 
A change to governmental ownership, 
we believe, would be disastrous from 
every point ot view.

In 
Henry VIII.’s reign he was not allow­ 
ed to beg the bread that belonged to 
honest folk, for a statute was made 
by which the old and Impotent were 
granted licenses to beg, and any one 
found begging without one was sound­ 
ly flogged aud sent home to his own 
parish. In this way as many as a 
hundred In one day in Elizabeth’s 
time were sent “back to the land.” 
The begging license seems to work 
well enough abroad, where the row of 
authorized beggars Is a familiar sight 
outside every church and where the 
halt and maimed are seldom seen any­ 
where else. The rise of the vagrant In 
England no doubt took place after the 
destruction of the monasteries and be­ 
fore any other relief giving body took 
their place.—London Chronicle. 


City Expenditures, 


The city of Jackson as a m unicipal 
corporation is less than four months 
old. 
It is a m atter of history, and 
fresh in the memory of its people 
that tbe promise was held out that 
the running expenses would be cur­ 
tailed to the lowest possible lim it, 
consistent with efflicency, that the 
property holders would not be called 
upon to pay any more in taxes than 
they have heretofore paid for state 
and oounty purposes; that extrava­ 
gance in every torm would be dis­ 
countenanced; that the rate of county 
road tax, say 40 cents on the $100 on 
present valuations, would suffice to 
m aintain the city government aided 
by other well-known sources of in 
come. Tbe Ledger stated at tbe tim e 
that it took no stock in this latter 
proposition, even assuming that the 
officials safe-guarded the public in­ 
terests in every possible way. • With 
an offioiai term of only four montbs, 
a record of economical management 
was expected. 
A full set of city 
officials must be elected next month, 
and a record of well-doing is conced­ 
ed to be the most potent recom­ 
mendation for continuance in a 
positon of public trust. 
At the inauguration of a new 
government, mistakes are inevitable. 
Errors of judgm ent may ofttim es be 
overlooked; for they will occur m 
spite of all precautions. While these 
are confined to reasonable lim its, 
and do not involve the question ut 
motive, they are not usually taken 
into serious considerations. 
Voters can only judge of the future 
by the record of the past. 
What 
officials have done as sucb, is the 
•only criterion of what they will do 
if continued in office. 
If wholesome 
provisions of the law—in the plain 
letter, as well as the spirit thereof, 
have been set aside; if favoritism and 
discrim ination have been shown to 
the detrim ent of the oity—these must 
be taken as indices for the future. 
We feel it to be a duty incumbent 
upon us to point out a few things 
that have occurred in the brief history 
of Jackson’s self-government. 
The 
Ledger did not support the incorpora­ 
tion movement on the boundary lines 
adopted. It has no apologies to make 
for this course, it would follow tbe 
same path, if the issue were subm it­ 
ted to tbe people again for their ap­ 
proval or rejection. 
Self-interest 
would prom pt a newspaper man to 
support any movement that involved 
a material increase of advertising and 
job printing work, which is always, 
the case with a m unicipal govern­ 
ment. The Leeger was not governed 
by sucb considerations. 
Jackson was incorporated December 
5. 
It was well-known that tbe 
trustees could not take any effective 
step w ithout printing and advertis­ 
ing. The law requires that all print­ 
ing and advertising for the city shall 
be let to tbe lowest bidder, after due 
notice. 
Some prelim inary advertis­ 
ing was essential even before tbe 
prinitng contract could be let. 
This 
was necessary to set tbe machinery ot 
government in motion. 
But the 
spirit of this contract system means, 
—if it has any im port at all—that the 
real business ot tbe city, the passage 
of ordinances, the supplies of print­ 
ing, and so forth, should await tbe 
letting of tbe printing contract to the 
lowest bidder. 
The proprietor of the Dispatcb was 
one of the city trustees. 
Aud the 
board was face to face with the 
following provision of tbe municipal 
law : 
No. 886 
No officer of such oity or 
town shall be interested, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract with such 
city or town, or with any of the 
officers tbereot in their 
official 
capacity, or in doing any work or 
furnishing any supplies for the use of 
such citv or town, or its offioers in 
their official capacity; and any claim 
for compensation for work done, 
or supplies or m aterials furnished in 
which any such officer is interested, 
shall be void, and if audited and 
allowed shall not be paid by the 
treasurer. 
Any w illful violation of 
the provisions of this section shall 
be a ground tor removal from office, 
and shall be deemed a misdemeanor, 
and punished as sucb. 
Under this section tbe Dispatuh was 
barred from the printing contract. 
The first ordinance, simply providing 
for regular meetings ot the trustees, 
was published in the Ledger, for*the 
reason that it could not be legally 
ordered published in any other paper. 
This ordinance was ordered published 
a second time, owing to some irregu­ 
larity in the first order. The second 
publication was made in the Ledger, 
without any agreement as to price. 
In the mean tim e W. M. Penry, 
announced in the columna of the 
Dispatch his retirem ent from the 
editorial and business management 
of that paper. W hether this had 
anything to do with the seotion of 
the code above quoted, we leave our 
readers to determ ine for themselves. 
Im m ediately thereafter the ordinance 
m ill got into working order, and 
ground out 
thirteen ordinances,

Corner Main and Water St 
Get Registered 


Those who wish to vote at the 
forthcoming m unicipal election „ in 
Jackson, who are not on the great 
reigster of the county, must apply 
for registration at the county clerk’s 
office before twenty five days of the 
election, otherwise they will lose 
their votes. As the election falls on 
April 9, it will be necessary for the 
new voters to enroll on or before the 
14th day of March in order to secure 
his right to vote. Of course, those 
whose names are on tbe great register 
of 1904 are not required to register 
anew for the m unicipal election. 
They are entitled to vote, without re­ 
registering, as far as the city election 
is concerned, but they m ust get on 
the great register of 1906 in order to 
vote at the general election in 
November. For the present, we wish 
to impress upon the minds of ail 
citizens within the corporate lim its 
of Jackson, 
who are not already 
registered, that next Wednesday, 
March 14, is the last day for register­ 
ing for the city election. True, tbore 
is little stir in election matters so far. 
Stili, it is quite possible that we 
may have a lively fight for the offices. 
Don’t neglect to get in line for the 
ballot box by stepping up to tbe 
clerk’s office and having your name 
inscribed upon the list of voters. It 
is held that a full list of City officers 
must be voted for; that is to say, 
five trustees, marshal, and clerk.

One particular "crook" made large 


sums by 
conspiring 
with conductors 


to push him off the train when itwas 
in motion! Inthis way he acquired a 
profitable crop of "permanent injuries 
to the spine," for which the railway 
companies had to pay smartly. 


So numerous 
and so astute have the 


American 
detectives 
become 
of late 


years, however, that such frauds have 
become increasingly difficult 


The suppression 
of malpractices of 


this kind is, as stated, the principal 
work of the great army of commercial 
detectives, 
many of whom are appar- 


ently ordinary citizens, or even work- 
ers—known as "plain clothes men." 
Among their minor functions 
is the 


watching 
of 
suspected 
employes 


especially 
those of banks and great 


financial houses.

Arealrailway accident, especially one 


of any magnitude, is a perfect wind- 
fallto some of these rogues, ifthey are 
anywhere in the vicinity. 


Taking advantage 
of the confusion 


Of one group of railway sharpers, 


the ringleaders 
of which were brought 


to Justice, itcame out in the evidence 
that they made more than 
$5,000 a 


year by their practices. 


Insurance companies are the favorite 
prey ot this robber bands. 


Of one audacious swindler, who was 
recently brought to justice, itis stated 
that assisted by his confederates, 
he 
defrauded seven different accident In- 
surance 
companies 
of sums aggregat- 


ing some 
$13,000. 


Had he varied his method, itis quite 


likely this particular "crook" would 
stillbe reaping a golden harvest 
But 


he repeated his device too often. 
His trick consisted 
in slipping on 
a piece of soap while taking a bath, 
and 
sustaining 
"severe 
internal in- 


juries." '.^He always had a doctor (of 
course, 
a confederate) 
to testify to 
the serious nature ofhis accident; but 
although the trick in itself was diffi- 
cult of detection, a constant repetition 
of it naturally 
awakened 
suspicion, 


and led to the downfall ofthe swindler. 


Some of the sharps pose as mechan- 


ics, and prey upon employers of labor, 
their method being to pretend to sus- 
tain some injury in the course of their 
work. 'Aided by shyster doctors and 
lawyers they bring actions 
for dam- 


ages. 
Sometimes 
by taking out acci- 


dent-insurance 
policies, they contrive 


to gain a double share of plunder. 


Railway 
companies 
are victimized 
In xavch the same fashion—that is to 
say, ky bogus claims for Injuries and 
accidents. 
In these 
cases 
the frauds 


are generally more elaborate, involving 
sot 
only the- 
services 
of 
dishonest 


doctors and lawyers, but the testimony 
of witnesses 
paid to perjure 
them- 


selves. 


These 
"crooks," are a formidable 
army. Groups of them travel from city 
to city, concocting and carrying out 
frauds of allkinds, aided in their ne- 
Nnous plans by "shady" lawyers, phy- 
\u25a0jcians, and even, at times, by tne em- 
ployes «f the corporations which they 
aeek to victimize. 


Inno other country in the world,are 


bo many 
private detectives 
employed 


as in the United States. 
Every great corporation has its staff 
of "secret service" men, many of them 
recruited from the detective forces of 
European countries. 


The chief occupation 
of these com- 
mercial detectives is to protect the 
various 
institutions 
they 
represent 


from the depredations of professional 
\u25a0wUdlers of all kinds.

Inthe matter of Forestry legislation 


the National Board of Trade recom- 
mended 
the 
passage 
of the bill pro- 


viding for the 
consolidation of the 


various 
forestry 
branches 
of 
the 


Government iato the Bureau »f Fores- 
try of the Department of Agriculture. 
This bill'was enacted into law at tha 
last session of Congress. 


The National -Board of Trade has 


stood against the practice af exchang- 
ing worthless 
"scrip" land in the 


national forest reserves 
for valuable 
public lands outside of the 'reserves 
and has 
repeatedly 
recosameaied 
the 
repeal of the law permitting tkis prac- 
tice. This law was repealed at the last 
session of Congress. 


At the last meeting of the National 
Board, opposition 
was 
expressed 
to 


what was known as the 641 Acre Home- 
stead bills—increasing the homestead 
entry in parts of South Dakota, Colo- 
rado and inMontana from16# acres to 
640 acres; these billswere all defeated 
at the last session of Congress. 
'Much, however, remains to be done. 
The National Board of Trade has con- 
sistently advocated the savins of the 
great public domain for the use of the 
real homemaker 
as 
against 
the land 


and timber grabber and the speculator. 
Trade and commerce willincrease as 
population increases, and our National 
land policy should be administered to 
preserve our remaining 
half billion 
acres ofpubliclands for those who will 
buildhomes upon them. As laws which 
tend to overcome this policy the Na- 
tional Board has 
continuously, 
since 


its meeting in January, 1902, urged the 
repeal of the Timber and Stone Act, 
the commutation clause of the Home- 
stead Act and the Desert Land Act in 
accordance 
with the recommendations 


It is gratifying to not* that much 


of the legislation on Forestry aad Ir- 
rigation matters which has been con- 
sistently urged bythe National Board 
of Trade has been enacted 
late law. 
The National Board was tke first or- 
ganization 
representing

cial interest of the whole eou»try tore- 
commend a national 
Irrigatioa policy 


and June 
17,- 1902 a National

gation law was enacted.

W ith the increase in 
th e num ber of observing stations and 
more 
comprehensive 
and 
complete 
meteorological d ata a t hand, the w eather 
service will naturally be a still more 
im portant, factor in the adjustm ent of 
claim s and the trial of su its in which 
the question of w eather in any of its 
phases m ay enter. 
» 
M acaroni W h eat I n t r o d u c t i o n . 
M ention has been recently m ade of 
the great value to the A m erican farm ­ 
er of the im portation of a new variety 
of w heat known as D urum or m acaroni 
wheat. 
As has been stated th is grain 
ja s been instrum ental in bringing into 
production land w hich heretofore ha» 


V h ile th e W eather B ureau and its 1 not been considered valuable for w heat 
forecasts have been the subject of many 
jokes and puns a t th e hands of the 
new spapers yet seriously the W eather 
B ureau records are now having in­ 
creased use as evidence in th e courts 
of the country. 
D uring th e past ten years observers 
of the W eather B ureau have appeared 
w ith records in court nearly three- 
thousand tim es. 
Evidence as to the 
w eather is a great factor in a variety 
of cases, both civil and crim inal. Civil 
cases are largely personal injury, damr 
age to perishable goods, as by freezing 
o r rain, and loss by fire. T he crim inal 
cases are usually confined to m urder 
trials. In m ost cases claim s fo r dam­ 
ages are alm ost alw ays settled outside 
of court, inform ation as to the existing 
w eather conditions having been secured 
by both sides. As a usual th in g w hen an 
'fficial of th e W eather B ureau appears in 
court with, records to give testim ony, he 
does not know the character of the suit 
on trial, fo r it is generally arranged 
by the attorneys to put him on th e 
Etand im m ediately upon his arrival 
in court and he is excused a fte r his 
testim ony has been given. 
An observer of the W eather B ureau 
was once called in a case in w hich the 
plaintiff had stated th a t w hile she w as 
riding in a street car she attem pted 
to sh u t a window in order to keep out 
the raw cold w eather. 
As th e car 
reached a curve she w as suddenly 
throw n headlong into th e street. The 
railw ay introduced th e w eather record 
to show th a t on th e date of the alleged 
accident the w eather w as w arm and 
sunny and there w as no occasion for 
sh utting a window. 
The w ind records 
of the W eather B ureau are valuable 
during trials 
involving damage by 
wind, such as blow ing down of build­ 
ings, super structures and flag staffs, 
th e w recking of vessels on the lakes 
and ocean etc., and seldom Is a suit 
for damage caused by high wind brought 
in any of the la rg e . cities th a t the 
W eather records are n o t called into 
court. 
Evidence is som etim es desired in a 
case of dam age by lightning. 
Several 
years ago a building in Illinois col­ 
lapsed during a severe thunderstorm . 
I t was insured by loss against light­ 
ning and no t against loss by wind. The 
ow ner claimed full insurance on the 
ground th a t the destruction of the 
house w as caused by a bolt of light­ 
ning. 
The m atter was placed in the 
hands of th e adjuster who in tu rn 
called to his assistance a scientist, then 
in charge of one of the principal w eath­ 
e r bureau offices, to whom by m utual 
consent th e decision was le ft 


raising. 
The introduction of m acaroni w heat 
into the U nited States came about 
through th e pilgrim age to Europe and 
A siatic R ussia in 1899 of M ark A. 
C arleton, of the D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture, (th en the assistant in charge 
of cereal Investigation.) 
H e was sent 
there by th e Secretary of A griculture 
in order to gain all possible inform ation 
in regard to m acaroni w heat and to 
select such varieties as would probably 
succeed in the great grain regions and 
especially in sem i arid portions w here 
th e ordinary bread w heats w ere some­ 
tim es a t best but an indifferent crop. 
Mr. C arleton m ade a thorough explora- 


artlcles of common diet such as rolls, 
bread-sticks, griddle cakes, etc., 
and 
officials of th e D epartm ent of A gricul­ 
tu re th in k there is no reason w hy a 
b reakfast food fa r excelling a m ajority 
of those in aommon use a t th e present 
tim e, both as to palatability and nu­ 
tritiveness, cannot be prepared from it. 
As a stock food m acaroni w heat and 
its products have bee* found by actual 
experim ents to equal if no t surpass 
bread w heat. Owing to the fact th a t it 
is a su rer crop th an th e latter, w ith a 
heavier yield, farm ers w ill learn to 
tu rn to th is abundant source of protein 
in using balanced rations. 


Rapid In crea se in Production* 
T he progress of th e m acaroni w heat 
in dustry in th is country m ay be under­ 
stood w hen it is know n th a t th e first 
crop of any considerable am ount w as 
in 1901 w hen it w as estim ated th a t 
from 60,000 to 70,000 bushels w ere h ar­ 
vested. 
In 1902 th e yield w as between 
1,500,000 bushels and 2,000,000 bushels. 
In 1903 nearly 12,000,000 bushels were 
obtained 
w hile 
In 
1904 
th e yield 
am ounted to nearly 20,000,000 bushels. 
W hile th e possibilities of th e crop of

No Mud on His Boots. 
T he subject of rainfall was im portant 
in a peculiar w ay in a tria l in Con­ 
necticut some years ago. 
A burglary 
had been attem pted on* n ig h t in a 
prom inent residence and th e occupants 
believed th at they recognized as the 
in tru d er th eir own coachm an who lived 
n ear by in a stable. A thunder storm 
w ith heavy rain prevailed a t th a t tim e 
and shortly afterw ards 
th e officers 
who had been sum m oned p u t the coach­ 
m an und er arrest. 
H e denied the 
charge and called attention to th e fact 
th a t his shoes w ere not w et and muddy. 
D uring th e tria l th e W eather records 
w ere produced show ing heavy rain at 
th e tim e and the ju ry concluded th a t 
it w as case of m istaken identity, and 
’ th e m an was discharged. 
Saved His Life. 
W eather B ureau records have figured 
in some of the m ost notable m urder 
trials. In one instance an observer was 
called by th e defense to show th a t the 
night th e victim disappeared was dark 
and threatening. 
T his evidence con­ 
tradicted th a t given 
a w itness for 
the prosecution who had testified that, 
although d istan t several hundred feet, 
he saw the accused take th e victim into 
a factory. 
The relations betw een the Judiciary

tion and secured a large num ber of 
varieties. 
In the R ussian provinces 
north of th e sea of Azov, already the 
home of th e best of m acaroni wheats, 
he found the clim atic conditions ap­ 
proxim ately the sam e as those of our 
G reat Plains. H e secured a num ber of 
bushels of th e best varieties of w heat 
grown th ere and these w heats the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture distributed to 
grow ers in suitable localit'es, thereby 
increasing the stock. The crop secured, 
together w ith two fresh im portations, 
w as distributed in 1901 to the farm ers 
of the northw est, through th e experi­ 
m ent stations of the various states. 


G reat Crop for N orthw est. 


Since th e D epartm ent of A griculture 
undertook the work, the production of 
m acaroni w heat in the northw est has 
increased w ith astonishing rapidity. 
Perhaps no other new crop has been so 
w arm ly welcomed by th e farm ers in 
the regions suitable to its grow th. It 
has been found splendidly adaptable to 
the clim atic and soil conditions of the 
G reat P lains region. 
It thrives in 
abundant sunshine, does not require a 
large 
am ount 
of 
m oisture, 
resists 
vigorously all the sm uts and rusts and 
is a strong grow er, yielding fa r in ex­ 
cess os the ordinary bread w heat. 
A peculiar property o f m acaroni 
w heat w hich m akes it valuable for its 
distinct uses is its protein o r gluten 
content. 
In a general w ay th e m ethods to be 
employed in th e cultivation of m aca­ 
roni w heats are sim ilar to those re­ 
quired for the best resu lts w ith any 
other w heats. 
The first and m ost obvious use of 
the m acaroni w heat is th e m anufacture 
of 
m acaroni, 
verm icelli 
and 
other 
form s of edible pastes. A t th e present 
tim e th is country is im porting these 
products 
largely, 
th e 
im portations 
am ounting to nearly 30,000,000 pounds 
annually w ith a value of $1,250,000. In 
1900 there was not a single factory in 
th e U nited States m anufacturing ma­ 
caroni from m acaroni wheat. All th at 


1905 cannot be accurately determ ined 
a t th is tim e, estim ates ru n from 25,000­ 
000 to 30,000,000 bushels—this is a 
com paratively new crop in th e United 
States. Instead of im porting m acaroni 
w heat for the purpose of m anufac­ 
tu rin g dom estic m acaroni, th e United 
States is now exporting annually about 
2,000,000 bushels to F rance and Italy 
and other E uropean countries, for it 
has been found by th e m anufacturers 
th ere th a t th e A m erican grown wheat 
m akes a m ost excellent product. 
Sec­ 
retary W ilson stated th a t th e value of 
th e m acaroni w heat in dustry in. th is 


Keeping Records on the farm. 
The B ureau of A nim al Industry Has 
published a very valuable book giving 
“Records of D airy Cows in th e U nited 
States.’’ 
T his 
publication 
contains 
valuable 
inform ation 
and 
excellent 
halftone illustrations of record cows of 
the country. 
It urges dairym en to 
adopt better business methods on th e 
farm —a complete system of bookkeep­ 
ing w hereby definite knowledge of the 
sources of profit and loss m ay be ascer­ 
tained. 
In no departm ent connected 
w ith th e farm is therq more need for 
absolute data than in th e dairy. W hile 
village m erchants and grocers, fo r ex­ 
am ple average about alike in their 
knowledge of th eir businesses, th eir 
prices and profits being nearly equal, 
th e records show th a t there are pro­ 
gressive and unprogressive dairym en, 
one m aking a good profit w hile his 
next door neighbor w ith the sam e soil 
and m arket m ay be losing money. The 
difference in th eir profits 
therefore 
m ust be accounted for largely by the 
difference in th e intelligence pu t into 
th e ir business. 
E xperts of the D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture believe th a t one- 
fourth of the cows in th e entire coun­ 
try kept for m ilk do not pay for the 
cost of keeping and nearly one-fourth 
more fail to yield an annual profit. The 
object of th e book issued by the B ureau 
is to show dairym en the im portance of 
keeping records complete enough so 
th at it w ill be possible to avoid the 
handling of unprofitable anim als and 
to bring the dairy industry of the coun­ 
try up to a paying basis. 


Trials of a Turkey Raiser. 


' M embers of th e House of Representa, 
tives are having quite a lot of fu n at 
th e expense of R epresentative Charles 
D. L andis of Indiana, w ho has been 
m aking som e experim ents in turkey 
raising. 
R epresentative L andis bought a few 
p airs of bronze turkeys, paying a big 
price for them , spent a lot of m oney Id 
a turkey house, w ith all th e com forts 
of turkey home, heated rooms for the 
expected chicks, etc., and laid in a stock 
of literatu re on how to get rich on tu r­ 
key raising. 
A t the outset one of the finest hens 
became disatisfied w ith th e luxuries of 
hom e and finding th e tram m els of the 
m odern m ethod distasteful m ade off for 
the woods. 
T he o th er hens stayed at 
home, 
however, 
and 
in 
due tim e 
brought out five broods of fifteen o r so, 
fine little chicks. They w ere being ten ­ 
derly reared bu t one day escaped and 
w ent into a w heat field for a change of 
diet. 
A ra in storm overtook them , 
they caught cold and every young 
tu rk ey died. Turliey-raiser L andis w as 
disconsolate over his loss and while 
he w as bew ailing th e fate of th e young 
brood, in stalked th e insurgent turkey 
hen from th e woods and behind hei 
w as a husky brood of woodland raised

country now reaches m ore th an $7,000,. 
000 annually. 
W ith so m any splendid possibilities 
in its favor, officials of th e D epartm ent 
of A griculture believe th a t m acaroni 
w heat has a great future. 
B read and 
pastry m ade from it w ill find a wel­ 
come addition to th e tables of the 
A m erican people w hile th e introduc­ 
tion of the w heat into the G reat Plains 
region has proved an inestim able boon 
to the farm ers of the sem i-arid belt, 
extending from N orth D akota to Texas.
